The Third Detaciment of che Eight Column raided the Communist district 
office in Chao Lo Kuen (37 ‘de fe ) and took five Mauser pistols and forty-- 
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three rifles on 26 March. On 27 Uerch, the Fourth Detachmeat obtained 
twenty rifles jm a raic on Pilien (120-33, 25-20), Venchou. 


3. Activities of units of the Fukien Marine Peace Preservatior Pirst Colum: 


a, The First 3attalion of the Second Column, under MENG “en-li (ib 6 iL), 
attacked Pingtan (119-h7, 25-36) on J Marck. On 15 larch they encountered 
two Communist vessels off the coast; near Chiang Shan (3. 4) and engaged 
them and three other ships which joined the battle. Atthough battalion 
leader 10 Chung~ku (# Ae? 26) and LIN Kuang-tien (74.2% $8) were 
wounded, the battalion killed seventeen Communists and wounded fourteen. 
The mit proceeded to Tang Hs 2 i) and ordered the local authorities 
to assemble the people, After delivering propaganda sseeches for the 
Nationalist cause and asking for food contributions for guerrilla work, 
the Battalion passed on to Yu Wiang Kung (i +2 'B ) and Tunghsiangtat 
(129—5l, 25-36), where they gave more speeches, and thence to their 
headquarters . 


bo On 20 March, members of the Second Detachment Column ir: Pingtan induced 
four Communist soldiers, VANG Te-pao (3.7244), CHemN ri-hsiang 
(Ae 3 GQ), TANG Ying-Liang (4%, 3& Be), and PING Sheng—hsiang 
( Be xe)) of the 9th Company, 2h6th Battalion, 82nd Tivision, to kill 
their platoon and squad leaders, The plot was discovered and only WANG 
Te--pao escaped, bringing with him 2 subsmachine gun and some ammunition. 


c. The LIN Ying (ff. #E) second vetachment in Pingtan stirred up the 
local population on 28 Uarch to attack a Cormunist commercial company 


motor-boat, the IAT KANG (#8 J%). As a result, the guerrillas 
captured the vessel and two rifles. forty rounds of ammnition,’ three 
thousand beancakes, and ten barrels of diesel oil. Six Communists were 


killed. 


ad. The same detachment on 3 April from Pingtan Island attecked ten Conmmnist 
vessels sailing southward. between Chenglo {119~3),, 25-56) and Fucking 
Heien (119-25, 25-3). In the engagement, four Communist vessels were 
sunk, twenty-six Communicts were killed, and the detachnent captured tio 
ships with forty~three persons aboard and thirteen additional prisoners. 
The other vessels escaped to [Waikou and Fuching. 


e. The Second Detachnent, with CHtMNG Yimin (42'F IK) coumanding and CH'HI 
' Kan CPR 5@) as platoon leader, and two squads and one cannon, in the 
motor vessel HSIN YUL (27 3 ) wera intercepted between lisi Yang 
(i  j¥ +) Island and Tung Lo (Pp. ‘¥>) Peninsula by a small Communist 
foree.| The decachment ezptured! twelve Communists, with three rifles, 
ammmnition, ani twenty-three grenades, and forced the Communists to retreat. 


f£, Om 1 April, the Second Detachment learned thet the 12C-tor motor vessel. 
RCUTEN YA" (3£. 3B}, belonging to the Fukien Trading Company, was at 
Chiien Usia Chtang (Bil “Tk 2s) loading with salt for Foochow. The 
Detachment and some Local. sympathizers at Ku Hsu (5 2/£id and Pingtan 
attacked Communists near the vessel and forced them to retreat. The 
"CHIEN YA" was captured, along with tao rifles and a thousand bags of 
salt; this was distriouted among the lecal population. Three Communists 
ani two of the boat's crew were killed. ‘The vessel, renamed the HAT 
HAO GR 5 , has been added te the Detachment's transport section.

a. On 12 March, the YEH Ying-nan (& TE 7) detachment of the Second Column 


attacked Hua Hsien (113-19, 23-29) ‘and killed thirteen Communists, including 
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sah ha ay Ae ae mee 
CHIEN Ai-shuang CR Ag, #2) 5 one of the district representatives, Another 
eroup from tne Detachment raided Fu lsing GP BEL), shot villas ne 
group from tne Detachnext raided Tu Hsing (2 -B), shot village repre 
sentative WEN Hslleh-ming (Ath Be 88) and hig seven cuards, burned five 
thousand catties of rice, and captured four rifles. 


bo The CHAN? Taschieh (§@ X_2R) Detachment cf the CHIN chien (BR $B) 
Second Colum attacked Shih Kou Yu (& 46)37), Teng village, between 
Kuangning Hsien (112-08, 23—l) and Ssuhui (112-37, 23~2l:) on 25 tarch. 
They killed fifteen Communists and captured four men and eight rifles. 
Some of the Detachment on 21 Uarch attacked trains between Nantou 
(113=56, 22=31) aid Shenchuan (11)-00, 22.22) and killed two men. The 
sam: day a member of the Action Battalion cf the unit killed 2.0U Yung- 
chtang (/8] 1%), Commmist cultural group leader, et Changping 
(LUi~01, 22-53), on the Ca:ton-KowLoon Railway. 


co On 12 April, the Advance Detachment under LI Lin a AF) 5s in two 
armored motor vessels attacking the Paoan listen (123-56, 22-32), Shaching 
(113-19, 22—ig)) and Fuyung (113-9, 2210) areas. The Communists sent 
out nine armed vessels to engage them but after a twoehour fight re~ 
treated to Nantou. The Detachment captured one vessel and fifteen 
Comunist prisoners, twelve of whom were wounded, besides one light 
machine gun, thirteen rifles, and two grenades. 


do The group of Canton-Chungshan military representative LIANG Cboelang 
GB ce &A) on 12 April attacked Lung Hsueh (22, V2). In the engagement, 
ten Communists were killed and ton were capturéd, besides twenty rifles 
and some ammunition. 


5S. A unit of the South Szechuan People's Anti-Communist Self-Defense Army on 
9 April raiced Yunlien sien (10-23, 28-12). The engagenent was orief 
because of shortage of ammmition, but the unit killed twenty Communists 
and lost four men. : 


6. The §econd Pattalion of the Independent Detachment of the Tai Hu (A HR ) 
District People's Anti~Comunist Assault Army, under its coumender wANG Hale 
shan (E24), attacked tw transports of the Co.munis!. Dising (119~50, 
31-22) Police Defensa Corps. in the area of Machishsan (120. , 31- ) on 
15 April, After half an hour's brisk fighting, the Battalion captured one 
transport and killed its crew; the other vessel escaped, In the captured 
craft were five rifles, one Mauser pistol, forty bags of “lour, end eishty 
summer military uniforms. The guerrillas suffered one casualty. 
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
